For instance, 
there is Highland Park, with its 
graded school of no benefit to the 
rest of the county, and its assessment 
not subject to county taxation, but 
its tax will constantly increase, and 
voters of Buechel build them-

: with a 25 cent tax and a poll 
tax in addition, and the tax will in- 
from year to year and the 
county will be cut off from using the 
Buechel assessment. The county as- 
sessment now is 20 cents for school 
purposes, and Buechel, if it should 
adopt the graded school, immediate- 
ly pays a 5 cent greater rate and 
Jeffersontown, Middle- 
town. Prospect. Valley Station and 
•arious other sections of the county 
nay set up graded schools and cut 
:heir assessments from the use of 
the county, but at the expense of in- 
rcased taxation.
